thinly, keeping plenty of moisture to roots and tops -dry.

WORLD BEATERS—One of the best of the larger peppers, fruits 
5 inches long, 3 inches in diameter. Flesh mild and thick, deep red 
when ripe. Good shipper and very productive. 

RUBY KING—Excellent for home, market garden and shipping. 
About as large as World Beater, vigorous grower, very profitable. 
Deep green becoming bright red, mild, sweet thick flesh. 
PIMIENTO—A small, mild pepper, glossy green when young, ruby 
red when ripe, excellent for stuffing and canning. 

CALIFORNIA WONDER —This is a large thick meated sweet 
pepper which we recommend above all others. Vigorous growing 
plants making heavy yield of large blocky fruit 5 inches long and 4 
inches wide.
